According to the pros­ 
ecutor this is the first step and more 
developments may be expected to­ 
morrow. 
The men arrested were T. W. Bet­ 
ter, on two charges, James H. Bar­ 
rett, Marvin Lively, John Walker of 
the Maibaugh and Walker firm, Dem- 
mer Bros., Fred Gale and Clyde Mil­ 
ler o f the Grand hotel. 
All the men 
gave bond for their appearance be­ 
fore Squire Kratzer and the cases 
were set for trial next 
Wednesday 
morning at nine o'clock. 
As will be 
seen the 
first steps 
against the alleged gambling by the 
prosecutor were made on the penny 
slot-machines. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
O’Neil more arrests are to follow, as 
he says this is not near all the slot- 
machines in the city and he is deter­ 
mined to get them all. 
Tile action of the prosecutor came 
a s a great surprise and was like a 
bolt from a clear sky. 
While most 
anything has been expected since he 
gave out his interview in which he de­ 
clared he would “clean-up" the city, 
nothing against 
the 
slot-machines 
was expected. 
It was learned this 
morning that Mr. O’Neil had d eter­ 
mined on a course of action, but just 
what this was could not be determin­ 
ed until the affidavits were filed. 
M r O’Neil stated that he had to 
commence some place and thus the 
sta rt was made 
with the 
slot-m a­ 
chines. 
“If they thought I was not 
in earnest they were mistaken,’’ said 
NIr. O’Neil, “and should have heeded 
■the wanting. 
I told them all the time 
I was going to ‘clean-up’ and so it 
has started." 
The cases against the men named 
in the 
affidavits will be 
heard by 
Squire Kratzer and are expected to 
attract considerable attention as it is 
said to be one of the few cases of the 
kind ever filed here. 
The lowest fine 
upon e inaction is $25.

Thomas Wilson who was tried at 
the last term of

larceny charge, the jury disagreeing, 
has been declared insane, and is now 
at the Madison asylum. 
Such

the word received this morning by 
George Young, who was W ilson’s at­ 
torney. 
An insanity inquest 
was held in 
Greensburg, W ilson’s old home and 
the home of his brother, John F. Wil­ 
son. 
The accused man was released 
from the jail here under bond only 
recently, going to the 
home of his 
brother. 
It will be remembered Wilson was 
implicated with Albert Becraft in the 
stealing o f $80 worth of furs from 
the Bowles brothers’ camp north of 
Hie city. 
Bee raft was convicted and 
is now at the Jeffersonville reforma- 
torv serving an indeterminate sen­ 
tence of from one to fourteen years. 
Becraft according to attorneys and 
people who have followed the ease, 
was convicted on the 
evidence of 
Wilson. 
Now that Wilson has been 
declared insane the case against him 
is ended. 
Since Becraft was*practically con­ 
victed on the evidence o f an insane 
man. it may have some weight in se­ 
curing his freedom.

Washing ton, J an. 19 .—The sentence 
of Charles W. Morse has been commut­ 
ed by President Taft, to expire at once. 
This action was decided upon follow­ 
ing the receipt of a report from Sur­ 
g eon General Torney of the army , who 
told 
Attorney 
General 
Wickersham 
that Morse could not live more than 
one month long er if kept in confine­ 
ment nor more than six months if re­ 
leased. 
Charles W. Morse was convicted in 
the federal court in New York on Nov. 
5 , 19 08 , of having misapplied the funds 
and made fa lse entries in the books of 
the National Rank of North America, 
of which he was vice president. 
He 
was sentenced the next day to fifteen 
y ears in the federal prison at Atlanta. 


Mors e Was Elim ina te d. 


Before the panic of 19 07 Morse’s op­ 
erations were subject of comment in 
the financial district. 
The conserva­ 
tives feared he was over-extending 
himself. When the panic came he had 
a string of four important New York 
banks, the American Ice company and 
the Consolidated Steamship company , 
which was a merg er of the coa stwise 
companies. 
In the panic he was elim ­ 
inated from every thing , and then came 
the criminal prosecution. 
In passing 
sentence J udg e Houg h said that Morse 
had used the bank and the depositors’ 
money for his own speculative pur­ 
poses. 
“ If such schem es did not en 
tail 
severe 
punishment,” 
said 
the 
court, “ the public is at the mercy of 
adventurers rich enoug h to buy up the 
control of a bank.” 
In 19 01 Morse married the divorced 
wife of Charles F. Dodg e. 
In 19 04 
Dodg e asserted that he had never been 
served in the divorce proceeding s. The 
ca se g ot into the courts. 
The validity 
of the Dodg e-Morse marriag e was up­ 
held and Abe Hummel, Dodg e’s lawy er, 
was sent to jail for a y ear for perjury . 
Mrs. Morse has been indefatig able in 
her efforts to secure her husband’s re­ 
lease.

W ashin gton , Jan . 19.—In quiries in to 
three great commercial in terests—the 
foreign 
shippin g 
combin e, 
better 
kn own the the “Atlan tic pool,” the In ­ 
tern ation al H arvester compan y, an d an 
organ ized en tity that has come to be 
referred to as the mon ey trust are 
foreshad owed in con gress by d evelop­ 
men ts in the house committee on rules. 
It has become kn own that Presid en t 
Taft approves, or at least d oes n ot d is­ 
approve the 
proposed in vestigation 
in to the activities of the foreign ship­ 
pin g combin e, which accord in g to Rep­ 
resen tative Humphrey of W ashin gton , 
a Republican , violates the Sherman 
act an d the railroad rate law, an d im­ 
poses restriction s on American com­ 
merce th at ten d s 
to a restrain t of 
trad e. The presid en t’s attitud e toward 
the shippin g combin e was d isclosed at 
a hearin g before the committee on 
rules. 
Mr. Humphrey mad e the state­ 
men t that it was Mr. Taft’s belief in 
case action was held to he d esirable, 
that an y in quiry un d ertaken in the 
case of the foreign shippin g combin e 
should he mad e join tly by the house 
an d sen ate. 
Mr. Humphrey d eclared 
th at it was the presid en t’s opin ion that 
as an in vestigation of the shippin g 
combin e would to some ex ten t have a 
bearin g on our in tern ation al relation s, 
the sen ate as a part of the treaty mak­ 
in g power should have represen tation 
in such in quiry.
